Re ws a principal 
advisor to the late Hsrtin Luther King* Jr. » and King*s Southern 
Christian Leadership Conference (SCLC)* He has continued in 
this capacity for King's widow and to a certain extent to King's 
successor in the SCLC, Ralph D. Abemathy« The fund*raisiQg 
for the SCLC is under Levison*s general supervision and his 

coitfisel is sought in a number of areas in the civil rights 

field, including political considerations. Because of this 
coomunist influence in a civil rights organisation with the 
stature of the SCLC, this tesur is of great value and Inportance 
to national security* 

During the past 90diys9 this tesur has continued to 
furnish valuable infomation concerning Levi son's influence ever 
the affairs of the SCLC, other aspects of the civil rights 
Bovenent, his evaluation of various civil rights issues, his 
influence over political figures active in civil rights, apd 
the friction and dissension present in the SCLC under 
Abematl^'s leadership. Inforaation from this surveillance 
which was given high level dissemination included the amploynent 
of Jack 0*Dell, member of the Communist Party, USA, National 
Committee, as aide to the President of the SCLC; and the 
intention of Coretta King to contact President Nixon regarding 
the Martin Luther King Memorial Center which she wants the 
Government to establish.
